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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on July 24, 2006. Claims 1, 37, 41-42 are 
amended. No claims are cancelled or added. As a result, claims 1-19 and 21-52 remain pending 
in this patent application.

On October 23, 2006, Applicant's counsel, Suneel Arora, conferred telephonically with 
Examiner Francis J. Jaworski concerning the above claim amendments and the July 24, 2006 
Office Action. Applicant believes that preliminary agreement was reached that the above claim 
amendments and the terminal disclaimer submitted herewith put this case in condition for 
allowance, as indicated by the "Patentability Assessment" offered by Examiner Jaworski in the 
July 24, 2006 Office Action. However, Examiner Jaworski reserved final determination on this 
issue until submission and consideration of the present Amendment and Response.

Double Patenting. Rejection 
Claims 1-19 and 21-52 were rejected under the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of US Patent No. 6,659,957, further in view 
of Sinofsky et al. (US 5,254,1 12). Applicant does not admit the obviousness of these claims. 
Nonetheless, to expedite prosecution, Applicant is submitting a terminal disclaimer herewith to 
obviate this double patenting rejection. Applicant respectfully requests that this terminal 
disclaimer only be entered if the Examiner determines that the present amendments 
together with the terminal disclaimer result in allowance of all claims. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of this rejection of these claims.
